There is the photographer of Ypres, for
ingtance. In the old days of peace his
Photographs were the standard of Ypres
pliotography : His views of the Cloth Hall,
the art gullery, and the quaint strests were
those which the tourjsts bore away with
them, In April of 1018, befors the second
battle of Ypres, he was still {n Ypres.
though ft had besn almost emptied of
civilians.  With an Infinite patlénce he hnd
found the exact points of vantage from
which he had taken photographs of the
famoun bulldings In pesce times and had
turntd hiy camera on the wrecks His
serive of photographs, entitied “Befors and
After,” whowed to & mathemntionl nlcoty
the ruln that had been done to Yores. He
published them In posteard form bound
them Into little booklets, and kold them to
the only tourisis that ever car toe Ypres,
thes officers and soldiers of England and
Canada.  The second: binttls of Yprea In the
Intter part of Aprll wrought new destric-
tion and rendered his edition passe, and
tha patient photographer, working amid the
exploslons of glant German shelly, was en-
gnged, with his same Ioving patisecs; in
taking new pictures of the new ruins when
the Hritish afficers, to save his life, ordersd
him to leave the town

OLD-TIME SUFFRAGISTS

HE waman suffrage movement Mk no new

thing, although It is often corelessly
classad with various “rgodern” idess. Plato,
writing 2309 years ngo, proposed In his
Hepublle that women should have the sams
education us mgn and do the same work,
"beitg lessor men” The early Chrintlans
did not do much for the cause: St Paul's
discourses confdemned womnn to slience

But in the Middle Ages und after, oqual
rights for women were now and then advos
onted, as by Cornelius Agrippa (1509).
Runcelll (1652), Apthony Gibson (1598) and
later by Paul Ribora and Count Segur. The
elghteenth century was especially favorable
o women writers, and France developed
many gifted women Political thearists
of the tme, however, did not awdvooate
power for women

Mary Wollstopegraft was not the fiest
real wuffrage propagandist. In 1790 she
published her "Vindication of the Rights of
Women" But an early ns 1647 Margaroet
Hrant, the executor and represantative of
Lord Haltimore, demanded a sent in the
Arsembily of Maryland, Ablgail Adamn, the
wifs of John Adums, and Mury Otto War-
ran asked that women should ba reongnised
in the Constitution, apd Hannah Lee Cor
bin protested ugalnst taxation without rep-
ressntiation. Under the first Consticgtion
of Now Jersay, by nn inadvertence, waman
conld vots from 1776 1o 1607, At an early
dats an effort was madd to modify property
laws. Luey Stone and Henry Bluckwell in=
Auenced leglslation In Massachuseits abaut
1840 and luter. Anti-slavery associations
were disturbied by “the weman question’
Wiilllam Lioyd Garrison and Wendell Phils
lips wers always strong sunrzorters of the
“eause.”

The year 1848 w4 an tmportant date In
the woman suffrage agitation, It wus &
year of revolutionary action and ldess all
over the warld, The firet waman rufflrage
conventlon was enlled In Seneca Falla July
